Mr. Davis, Water Superintendent, was asked te
work out the details with Mr. Truax.

The Director of Public Works gave @ report on the paving in the City
since January lst, He stated there had been L93 blocks or 38 miles of paving
this year or was under cemtract at the present time. This is more paving than
has ever been dene in one year before, The Council was pleased with this re-
rort.
